Persons in Italy were forbidden 
to make debt paym ents or transfer 
securities to Am ericans, but Italians 
residing in th e U nited S tates and 
Americans residing in Italy were 
exempted from this provision.

23 Cars Derailed at Haiti, 
Two Hours After Train 
Kills Walker 


Work trains from Canton, W ells­ 
ville, and Conway, Pa., were work­

lineville, after 23 cars of a 97-car 
freight train were wrecked early 
this morning.

S. Control 
If G erm any has been using its 
consulates and agencies for such 
activities, it was pointed out, tile 
effect of the governm ent’s action is 
to deprive her of the personnel and 
unrestricted 
funds she has been 
utilizing. Tile funds are now under 
federal control and the consular 
and agency personnel m ust quit 
this country. 
Senator Connal.’y (D,, Texas), a 
m em ber of the Foreign Relations 
com m ittee, asserted th at “some of 
the 
G erm an consulates doubtless 
have been the source of Nazi propa­ 
ganda. perhaps of sabotage, and 
certainly of strike agitation in n a ­ 
tional defense plants 
All of them 
m ay not have been guilty, but those 
th a t have certainly ought to be 
closed." 
T here appeared to be a fairly 
widespread 
belief 
th a t 
G erm any 
would retaliate for the consulate 
closings, probably by forcing the 
rem aining United States consular 
officials out of G erm any and G er­ 
m an occupied territory. Diplomatic 
representatives already have been 
forced to leave tile occupied terri­ 
tories. Expulsion of consular staffs 
would close this country's last of­ 
ficial channels of inform ation, and 
thereby black out m ost of conti­ 
nental Europe.

Change From Excitement 
To Easy Calm Is 
Observed

DOVER, ENGLAND, June 17.— 
In the year since the 
collapse 
of 
France—a year of continual expo­ 
sure to bombs and shells—there has 
been a gradual cnange in this coas­ 
tal city from tense excitement to 
e&yy calm. 
The peaceful air of “Hell’s cor­ 
ner" is astonishing and Dover is 
not nearly so battered as London 
or Plymouth or other hard-hit Eng­ 
lish cities. 
Absence of holiday-makers on the 
beaches, where United States tour­ 
ists sunned themselves at this time 
in years of peace, adds to the quiet 
of the place. 
Air raid sirens cause no excite­ 


ment. Dover takes a certain amount 
of pride in the faet that it has had 
more alarms than any other com­ 
munity. When British fighters roar 
low on their way toward the French 
coast, the people look up like spec­ 
tators at an air show. 
In the past 12 months of watch­ 
ing, 
wailing and 
arming against 
invasion, the people have learned 
to take it easy. 
"What’s the use of talking abotft 
invasion?" the town clerk said. “If 
it comes it’ll be a bit unpleasant— 
if it doesn't it won’t." 
It was a lot different last June. 
Then the people were tense and 
expectant. The Germans had just 
rolled into the French ports across 
the English Channel. Civilian refu­ 
gees and bedraggled soldiers were 
streaming into England.

U. H IT L E R , like his Russian and 
Italian prototypes, first pulled his 
fish out of water—then called him a 
’'poor fish.” 
That is, each dictator first shut off all 
sources of accurate news. Then, as the 
citizens floundered around in dismay, the 
dictator pointed out how impossible it 
was for the people to be right I 
"The State alone knows— it must decide!” 
say the dictators. 


Now every so often, we hear some such 
balderdash in America. ’’The newspapers 
shouldn’t be allowed to disagree with the 
government,” some self-appointed expert 
will say. 
Or "a man with a better mousetrap 
shouldn’t be allowed to advertise it—he 
should let the GOVERNMENT say whether 
his trap is good or bad.” 
In heaven’s name, who IS this govern­ 
ment? 
We thought that, in a DEMOCRACY, it 
was the people—all the people—who were 
the court of last resort. 
Why shouldn’t we let the PEOPLE de­ 
cide what news the newspaper shall print 
or what wares the merchant shall offer? 


In a free country where any man who 
KNOWS something has the right to tell it, 
and any man who OWNS something has 
the right to sell it, we need no "State,” no 
Government,” no dictator to protect us 
thuswise from OURSELVES. 


Let a paper lie to its readers, or miss a 
few important news stories, and its readers 
can cut its throat far more effectively 
than a dictator could suppress it. Let a 
mousetrap-maker put his brand on a BAD 
product and, so fast does bad news travel, 
he is bankrupt before any red-tape-ridden 
government bureau could get its forms 
filled in. But no dictator would trust the 
people that far. 
You see, free speech and a free press 
are the ENEM IES OF DICTATORSHIP. 
They take the BAD NEWS of BAD govern­ 
ment to the people too fast! 
The only peaceful way to turn a rascal 
out of office is by the power of PUBLIC 
OPINION. And the only way to be SURE 
he IS a rascal and not the victim of a

A new type of Internal combus­ 
tion engine has been developed by 
Wil’iam L. Irving of 892 East Fifth 
st., and his brother, Sherm an D. 
i Irirtng, of Youngstown. The invpn- 
j tlon has been patented in the name 
of the latter. The inventors ex­ 
pected it to aid engineers in their 
long search for engines of more 
power with 
less weight 
and of 
, smoother performances with fewer 
cylinders. 
The idea of the Irving brothers 
was to make each cylinder do the 


j work of two by providing them with 


j heads at both ends so that com­ 
bustion of vaporized fuel takes place 


j a’ternately on each side of the pis­ 
ton Thus each piston provides two 
i power impulses for each stroke— 
when it goes down and when it 
comes back. 
The brothers feel th at this unique 
principle results in an engine al­ 
most without vibration and with a 
j considerable saving of gasoline, since 
j there are only half as many pistons 
and bearings to cause loss of power 
due to friction.

Summer Maneuvers Open 
With Simulated 
Warfare 


L E I'WILLE. La., June 17.—Tire 
37th division from Ohio, deployed 
In the Kisatchie national forest, 
“battled" the 32nd division today 
in the opening of summer m a­ 
neuvers.
